Continuing the description 
the special assessment bond prac- 
tice which the City of Menlo Park 
employs, we reach the point where 
the project has succeeded in pass- 
ing the protest stage. 

The Council then 
bids on construction 
project. 

The assessments which the city 
engineer has set on each parcel of 
property up, to this point are 
based upon his estimate of the 
cost of the work to be done, his 
estimate of the cost of any prop- 
erty to be acquired, plus legal 
and engineering fees and an al- 
lowance for contingencies. 

Only when the actual competi- 
tive bids for construction come in 
can we be sure that the assess- 
ments have been accurately set. 

If construction bids are some- 
what lower than estimated, or if 
they exceed the estimate by not 
}more than the contingency item, 
the assessments will be confirm- 
\ed as originally given. 

If costs are materially higher 
than the estimate, then the 
assessments must be raised. If 
the increase is more than five 
per cent (i believe that is the 
figure) then the council must 
call another hearing to deter 
mine if a majority of the prop- 
erty will be protested on the 
basis of the higher assessment. 

If a majority fails protest, 
the council proceeds on the new
